Legislation passed within the past 
year which requires sav ings banks 
I- to retain annually fiv e per cent of 
I their net earnings for a guarantee 
fund for the benefit of depositors,

TRADE COMMISSION 
BILL IS REPORTED 


By Telegraph to The Freeman. 
W ashington, June 23.— The open­ 
ing gun of the adm inistratio n's anti­ 
tru st program was fired in the sen­ 
ate today when the comm ittee on 
Interstate commerce 
fav orably 
re­ 
po rted the Newlands bill 
for 
the 
form atio n of a federal trade conv - 
mlssion. 
In recognising the necessity 
fo r 
the immediate establishm ent of the 
trade 
commission, 
the 
comm ittee 
stated th at the bureau of corpora­ 
tions had been limited in its actions 
because it was not giv en the autho r­ 
ity necessary to act independently. 
“The establishm ent of 
a 
trade 
commission at the same time th at 
the interstate commerce commission 
was established,” reported the com­ 
m ittee, “would hav e prev ented the 
extrao rdinary dev elopment of mo­ 
nopolistic organizations industry. 
If 
this commission had been in exist­ 
ence during this period we 
would 
not hav e to deal with such organiza­ 
tio ns as the United States Steel Cor­ 
poration, the Internatio nal H arv es­ 
ter Company or the American Sugar 
Refining Company; 
the American 
Tobacco Company would nev er hav e 
been organized and ev en the Stan­ 
dard Oil Company would not hav e 
surv iv ed the dissolution of the orig­ 
inal Standard Oil Trust 
in 
189 2. 
Such a commission wonld hav e at 
least kept within bounds the activ i­ 
ties of a m ultitude of price fixing or­ 
ganizations in different branches of 
business, which to gether with 
the 
great trusts hav e been potent causes 
of the present high cost of liv ing.” 
The purpose of the trade commis­ 
sion is shown in the repo rt as fol­ 
lows: 
The committee has aimed to pro­ 
v ide a body which will hav e suffi­ 
cient power, ancillary to the depart­ 
m ent of justice to aid m aterially and 
practically in the enforcem ent of the 
Sherm an law and to aid the business 
public as well, and, incidentally to 
build up a comprehensiv e body of 
inform ation (or the use and adv ant­ 
age of the gov ernment and the busi­ 
ness world. 
Its subsequent recom­ 
m endations to congress will be fo r­ 
tified with actual knowledge of prac­ 
tical conditions, both from the point 
of v iew of business desirability and 
economic tendency and will furnish 
the congress an analysis of condi­ 
tio ns th at will giv e o ther and fur­ 
th er legislation and 
the 
certainty 
and security of foundation commen­ 
surate with the v ast interests of the 
public and of the business world, 
which are at stake. 
“If conditions dem onstrate 
and 
v . arrant, there will be 
an 
awful 
growth in the power of this body. 
At the same time the bill clothes it­ 
self with power to be, we believ e, of 
m aterial assistance to 
the 
depart­ 
m ent of justice in the enforcem ent 
of the Sherman law and of m aterial 
aid to the business world in build­ 
ing up a body of precedents in the 
m atter of business practices. 
"The leg isla tio n pro po sed 
is 
In 
line with the co nsta ntly increasing 
po pula r sentim ent, as dem o nstrated 
by the recent poll of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States 
which declared ov erwhelmingly for 
such action. 
No contention can be 
made th at the work of congress on 
this subject has been hasty or im m a­ 
ture. 
It has not been in adv ance 
cf public sentim ent, but rath er has 
lagged behind it.” 
The Newlands’ bill prov ides th at 
the commission shall be composed of 
fiv e members with term s of sev en 
years. 
Each commissioner is to re­ 
ceiv e $10,000 a year and it is pro­ 
posed th at the 
trade 
commission 
shall absorb the bureau of corpora­ 
tio ns of the departm ent of commerce 
and th a t the duties now dev o v ing 
upon this bureau in future will be 
performed by the new commission.

were five jackard looms, which is the 
machine which weaves the cu rtains, 
and the factory employ ed

Today there are eleven 
jackard looms, nearly 
two hu ndred 
hands are employ ed, and in order to 
fill the large orders, both night and 
day shifts are u sed. 
The 
company 
now', not only makes lace 
cu rtains, 
bu t many other lace articles su ch as 
bed spreads, 
center 
pieces, 
table 
covers 
and 
many 
other 
u sefu l 
articles. 
Abou t six tons of 
cotton 
thread are u sed weekly in the con­ 
stru ction of nearly 
forty thou sand 
y ards of lace. 
Their bu ildings are 
all connected 
and are lighted by arc and incandes­ 
cent 
lampg. 
The bu ildings 
are 
hearted by 6team, and every thing is 
made as comfortable as possible for 
the people employ ed. 
The cu rtain designs are made hv 
the designer 
employ ed by the com­ 
pany , who 
originates 
the different 
figu res in the cu rtain. 
This is the 
first step in the 
constru ction 
of a 
lace cu rtain. 
The design is sent to 
th© reader and from it a small cu r­ 
tain 
is made by 
hand. 
From this 
sample a pattern is made which re­ 
sembles very mu ch a mu sic roll of a 
play er 
piano, it being 
filed 
with 
small 
holes,

After the
